The ver­ 
dict of “Not guilty” was announced 
by the foreman. 
Then all the ju r­ 
ors were polled and responded “not 
guilty" as their names were called. 
Stinnett was discharged. 
He expressed a desire to return 
immediately to his home in Cres- 
centdale, and Deputy Sheriff Elmer 
Taylor agreed to take him in his 
own car.

COOPER DEFENDS 
ATTACKS ON BILL

WASHINGTON. Mar. 13.—Drastic 
revision of the Rayburn bill abolish­ 
ing public utility holding companies 
was forecast today despite President 
Roosevelt’s m ilitant endorsement of 
the measure. 
While house sponsors of the bill 
were jubilant over the president’s 
declaration th at it would not destroy 
legitimate business, a non-partisan 
group within the interstate com­ 
merce committee renewred its attack 
on the proposed legisl ttion. 
Taking issue with the president’s 
claim th at the bill was drafted un­ 
der direction of congressional lead­ 
ers, Rep. Cooper (R) of Ohio charged 
the m ajor portion was written by 
Benjamin Cohen, associate general 
••unsel of the PWA. 
Should Read Public Ownership. 
"The proposal to abolish public 
utility holding companies by 1940 
was sent to congress by Ben Cohen 
and house and senate leaders had 
no part in the drafting,” Cooper 
asserted. “The rest of it was prepar­ 
ed by the federal power commission.” 
Cooper contended the bill, in its 
present form, would lead to public 
ownership of water, gas and electric 
utilities. 
“The measure shou'J be entitled 
the public ownership of the utility 
bill instead of the holding company 
bill,” he said. 
DDefending the flood of propa­ 
ganda against he measure that is 
deluging 
house 
members, Cooper 
rebuked the president for criticizing 
the “legal efforts of American citi­ 
zens to petition congress.” 
“His criticism does not come with 
good grace.” he asserted.

(International News Service) 
CHICAGO, Mar. 12.—Evelyn John 
Strachey, prominent British com­ 
munist author and lecturer, today 
faced Department of Immigration 
officials following his arrest on a 
deportation warrant. 
The author was seized by immi­ 
gration inspectors and police after 
completing an address in which he 
advocated scrapping the capitalistic 
system in favor of a communistic- 
socialistic order. 
Strachey, considered a leader in 
the world movement of intellectual 
communism, was charged with en­ 
tering the United States “by means 
of false and misleading statements” 
and after his arrival “declared him­ 
self to be a communist.” 
When Strachey was unable imme­ 
diately to raise the $500 bond re­ 
quired it was agreed to release the 
author on his own recognizance on 
the promise that he would appear 
for hearing. 
Here on a lecture tour, Strachey 
obtained a visitor’s visa in London 
December 6 for a six months stay 
in the United States. 
The author 
was permited to start on his speak­ 
ing tour after swearing under oath 
that he neither advocated nor be­ 
lieved in the overthrow of the Unit­ 
ed States government, by fore*.

Drastic Orders Put Into Ef­ 
fect To Cope With 
Situation 


STREETS ARE CLEARED 
AT NINE IN EVENING

HAVANA, Mar. 13—The gov­ 
ernment’s sternest move against 
terrorism proved its success to­ 
day when residents timidly be­ 
gan emerging from their homes 
after the most strict curfew rule 
in the Republic’s history was 
clamped on. 
Despite widespread shooting last 
night, when parties of soldiers, sail­ 
ors and police started herding stray 
citizens to police stations or their 
home«, a check today revealed that 
not one person had been killed or 
wounded for the first time in a 
week. Government Optimistic 
With other measures, such as a 
declaration of war and proclama­ 
tion of death sentences for terror­ 
ists, also taking effect, government 
officials declared that the general 
strike had failed, and the major­ 
ity of workers would be back at 
their job6 today. 
Ttie 9 o’clock curfew will be in 
effect again tonight.. Even beggars 
who are accustomed to sleeping in 
the streets were taken to police sta­ 
tions for the night. All traffic was 
halted, and all caffes and theatres 
closed. 
Late yesterday afternoon witness­ 
ed the last outbreak of terrorism 
before the 
curfew 
was 
imposed. 
Eight persons were wounded when 
six bomb6 were exploded 
in 
less 
than ten minutes in the midtown 
section. 
In one instance the terrorists burst 
a little bomb waited till the explo­ 
sion drew a crowd, then set off a 
big bomb. 
Post office, treasury department, 
and railway workers, who voted yes­ 
terday to call off their strike, were 
among the groups 
who 
straggled 
back to work today. Transportation 
was nearly back to normal.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Mar. 12.— 
Max Schmeling, German 
heavy­ 
weight prize fighter, beat Mr. Hamas 
with ease and says: “Now we get 
Baer.” 
Baer, you know, is the world 
heavyweight champion. 
The fact 
that he is a Jew, and not a blue- 
eyed Nordic, with the back of his 
head as straight up and down as a 
board fence, is said to annoy Mr. 
Hitler. 
It will interest Hitler and others. 
A hard hitting “Nordic” meets Max 
Baer, a tall young Jew who laughs 
while he fights. 
The meeting will 
settle nothing. 
Racial supremacy 
does not depend on the fist. But in 
New York City it ought to draw a 
crowd, gigantic, and a “gate” of 
about one million dollars. 


Jews do well whatever is worth do­ 
ing, and there is nothing new about 
Jewish prize-fighting hampions. 
Mendoza “the Jew”, whom you 
may see fighting without gloves in 
old British prints, had a habit of 
knocking men out. Benny Leonard 
in his prime was the best man in 
the world in his class. And a good 
many not known as Jews, adopting 
Irish fighting names for the sake * 
popularity in the prize ring, were 
numerous. 
“Tommy Ryan,” with 
marvelous speed and fighting qual­ 
ity, was a Jew, with a real name 
quite unlike “Tommy Ryan“. 


GEN. DAWES, once vice president, 
always busy, now visiting Gen. Persh­ 
ing at Tucson, Arizona, says: 
“America is on the verge of 
real economic recovery. It’s nat­ 
ural force, and hun.an nature, 
are definitely working for re­ 


covery, and in May of this year, 
positively not later than July, 
the nation will know the de­ 
pression is over.” 
Well, it is a pleasure to have some­ 
body at least say so, even though 
they may have to say it over and 
over year after year.

It is pleasant to have one Amer­ 
ican indicate that he doesn't think 
the United States has gone to Hades, 
merely because American business 
men concentrated foolishly on pro­ 
duction, while paying no attention 
to distribution.

The author was seized by immi­ 
gration inspectors and police after 
completing an address in which he 
advocated scrapping the capitalistic 
system in favor of a communistic- 
socialistic order. 
Strachey, considered a leader in 
the world movement of intellectual 
communism, was charged with en­ 
tering the United States “by means 
of false and misleading statem ents” 
and after his arrival “declared him ­ 
self to be a communist.” 
When Strachey was unable imme­ 
diately to raise the $500 bond re­ 
quired it was agreed to release the 
author on his own recognizance on 
the promise that he would appear 
for hearing. 
Here on a lecture tour. Strachey 
obtained a visitor’s visa in London 
December 6 for a six months stay 
in the United States. 
The author 
was permited to start on his speak­ 
ing tour after swearing under oath 
that he neither advocated nor be­ 
lieved in the overthrow of the U nit­ 
ed States government by fore«.
